The 
Indians have evidently in many instances 
gone stark mad. The most exciting 
among the many trials which have occurred 
here the last fortnight was that of the alleged 
Virgin Mary. When the Indian court officer 
called her name there came out from the mur- 
muring crowd in the large room Walutawin 
(Scarlet woman), the wife of Iiksoga and a 
member of Watoksi’s band of Sioux, although 


it is said she is not a native but came 


from u band of Indians across the 
Manitoba line. Fearlessness was the leading 
element of her attitude as she stood gracefully 


bdefore the railing, behind which sat the agent 


and his interpreter and, looking indifferently 
at her, John Grass and the two other Indians 
who composed the court. 

“Who are you and what is your name?“ 
were the first questions asked her. Drawing 
herself up to her full stature of nearly six feet 
she told her name. Then, bending slightly 
forward, with her hand pointed upward she 
said in a low tone with intense earnestness: 

J am the mother of Christ, who is now 
upon this earth making preparations for re- 
building it. The earth is to belong solely to 
his chosen people, and this continent is to be 
extended much farther west, taking in a part 
of the great sunset water. The eastern part 
of the continent will be abandoned, but in 
the western part great herds of buffalo will 
wander as in the days of long ago, 
and simultaneously with the disappearance. 
of the whites from the earth will come the 
resurrection of all the Indians who now sleep, 
and forever more they will wander over the 
earth with no one to question their rights to 
kill the buffalo, no one to say ‘Do this or I 


will put you in the guard-house.’ ”’ 


With a gesture to attract the particular at- 
tention „f Maj. McLaughlin, the agent here, 
she drew an imaginary line upon the floor and 
stepped over it saying: 

Im those days there will be no reservation, 
no messenger from the great father to say to 
the Indians ‘Come back here, stay on your 
reservation.. ' 

Stepping back over the imaginary line on 
the floor, with a shamefaced expression to 
illustrate her people's dislike for the regula- 
tions that forbid them from wandering around 
the earth in accordance with their romantic 
disposition, she continued to expatiate upon 
the rosy tinted dawning of the Indians’ millen- 
nium morning. Questions calculated to locate 
the whereabouts of the Messiah,whose mother 
she claims to be, were warily answered, and 
she refused to tell anything about the orgies 
of the ghost dance beyond the fact that she 
had been proclaimed by the members of the 
order to be the Virgin Mary. Pending an in- 
terview with the woman’s husband and con- 
sideration by the court astothe best means 
to be adopted in her case, she was sent to the 
guard house, to which she walked with the 
air of a martyr, a martyr with a good memory 
and without the theoretical Christian spirit of 
forgiveness. 

Sitting Bull 1s not fond of coming around 
the agency, and since he was recently sent 
home by Gen. Miles, who found him out 
among the Cheyennes pawing up trouble, the 
old fellow has not been seen around the agen- 
cy, but sticks cluse to his place on Grand 
River. Chief Gall, to whom is due most of 
the credit for the great Custer butchery, treats 
1 coming of the Messiah seriously. He 


“Since this excitement has come upon 
my people I sit and listen, and won- 
der if these things can be possible. 
When they tell me that the buffaloes are com-

be. But sometimes I think of the wonderful 
things which the white nren believe in their re- 
ligion and I am not so sure that these Indians 
are wrong.

The officials at the Indian Bureau denounce 
as wholiy untrue the sensational reports that 
they have asked that the Indians in South 
Dakota be transferred to the control of the 
War Department in view of their inability 
properly to settle the threatened diliffi- 
culties there. Acting Commissioner Bell said 
this evening that the recent “‘ revelations ” of 
Sitting Bull in connection with the coming of 
the new Messiah have stirred the 
Sioux on the five reservations in South Daa 
kota to an unusual pitch of frenzy. The 
excitement, he frankly adds, is increasing. 
rather than diminishing, but he apprehends 
no trouble as a result of it. The Indians, he 
says, engage in the sun dance, and continue 
dancing until they drop from exhaustion. Io 
many cases death has resulted from the ex- 
citement and continued exposure. 

Unfortunately the excitement is spreading 
to the Indian tribes in other parts of the coun- 
try, The Kiowas in the Indian Territory 
have been advised of Sitting Bull’s “ revela- 
tion,“ and they, too, are beginning to exhibit 
evidences of excitement. So, too, with the 
Hualapai Indians in Arizona. In some way 
they also have been communicated with and 


them. The Sioux engaged in the present ex- 
citement aggregate about 25,000. Nearly one- 
half of this number are located at the Pine 
Ridge and Rosebud agencies, while the re- 
mainder are scattered among the three other 
agencies at Cheyenne River, Lower Butte, 
and Standing Rock, ail in South Dakota. 

A systematic attempt to conceal the gravity 
of the situation is being made, the officers not 


credence to reports which may alarm the set- 
tlers in the new States of North and South 
Dakota contiguous to the reservations, and the 
army officers are reticent as to details, but 
Tus TRisune correspondent is in possession 
of information which warrants the belief that 
the situation is most serious. 

The War Department is fully alive to the 
gravity of the case, and is acting with prompt- 
ness and vigor, although very quietly.

MURDERED BY REDSKINS. 


Indians from the Mojave Reservation 
Leave Death in Their Trail. 

Los Axons, Cal, Nov. 15.— Agent Leman, 
who arrived from Acton today, states that 
three Indians, supposed to belong to the Mo- 
jave Reservation, called last evening at a 
cabin on the outskirts of Acton, the only oc- 
cupant being a boy. They asked him for a 
drink of water, and as he was on his way to 
the spring they shot at him but missed, and 
the lad escaped into the mountains. They 
next called at the cabin of Daniel 
W. Farmer, a native of New York. Mrs. 
Farmer was alone. She was killed, but 
in what manner he could not state. The third 
and last victim as far as known at present 
was an old man named Louis F. Clarke, a 
farmer and a native of Iowa. He was shot 
and left for dead, but the latest reports state 
he is still alive. R. E. Nickel, Postmaster, 
immediately organized a posse and went in 
pursuit. The trail was struck which led them 


through Rauenna and from Circuit to Hum- 


phreys. Nickel immediately notified the 
Sheriff, who, accompanied by deputies, left 
on the noon train for the scene of the tragedy. 
The Sheriff is of the opinion that the murder- 
ers are halt-breeds, and that they will endeavor 
to cross the mountains into Arizona. 


WHAT GEN. MILES HAS TO SAY, 


He Talks About the Indian Situation in 
the Northwest. 

Gen. Miles is inclined to disbelieve the re- 
port telegraphed from Washington yesterday 
to the effect that troops were to be massed at 
Forts Laramie, Nibrara, Robinson, and 
Meade in view of a probable uprising of the 
Indians in the Northwest. 

„That portion of the dispatch,” said Gen. 
Miles, that says the order was issued upon 
my recommendation is utterly without foun- 
dation, for I have not yet made any recom- 
mendation upon the subject. It would be 
manifestly improper for me to say what the 
effect of such a consolidation of troops would 
have and *whether or not the removal of 
soldiers to the posts named would leave other 
points unprotected. Just what troops would 
be affected by the promulgation of an order 
for removal to certain posts I cannot say. 1 
think a misunderstanding of an order, per- 
haps issued, led to the telegraphed report 
from Washington. It may be that troops 
have been ordered to hold themselves in read- 
iness for a transfer and that this led to the 
dispatch. 

„There is undoubtedly some excitement at 
present existing among the Indians and no 
one can tell what will be its outcome. The 
Indians are a turbulent, dissatisfied race, a 
condition that grows out of their subjugated 
state. Subjugated people can hardly be ex- 
pected to remain quiescent while their 
spirit remains. The Indians are just as 
well mounted and armed as they ever were, 
and the nomadic tribes have a full conscious- 
ness of their strength. Included in the tribes 
still restless and having horses to enable 
them to gratify their yearnings for movement 
are the still wild tribes 
homes in the Indian Territory, the 
Kiowas, Comanches, and Cheyennes, and 
the Navajoes, Utes, and Sioux. These tribes 
in the face uf a common foe, the white man, 
have forgotten ancient feuds and now have 
an understanding one with the other. They 
are in constant communication and occasion- 
ally exchange visits. The only thing that 
holds them in check is military force, and to 
some extent good treatment. Some 
of the tribes have such an en- 
mity for others that perhaps even 
now they would fight if opportunity offered. 
The Pawnees hate the Sioux, who return the 
hatred with interest. The Sioux and Crows 
are enemies, as are the Crows and Piegans.

No Uncertain Resolutions, 

As adopted the resolutions were: 

WHEREAS, At the September meeting of the 

World's Columbian Commission a resolution was 
unanimously passed by the commission express- 
ing a desire for the location. of the important 
part of the Exposition on Washington Park; that 
on the receipt of said resolution the local direct- 
ory passed and presented to the South Park Com- 
mission the following resolution: That in the 
opinion of this board the honor of 
Chicago and the necessities of the Exposition 
alike require the adoption of Washington Park 
as an important part of the site for the Colum- 
bian Exposition”; that the South Park Commis- 
sioners on receipt of said resolution passed a reso- 
lution declaring that if after considering their 
explanation the National Commission and the 
Chicago Directory shall still insist that the 
honor of Chicago demands, and the space needed 
for the Exposition requires, that Washington 
Park be more closely identified with the Exposi- 
tion, and that to other sites be added the 
area of Washington Park, the South Park Com- 
missioners will on notice to such effect immediate- 
ly cause to be prepared and will pass the ordi- 
nance necessary to comply with the request now 
under consideration; that on the receipt of this 
resolution by the South Park Commissioners the 
National Commission and the Chicago Directory 
each redeclared that in their opinion’ the 
space needed for the Exposition did require that 
Washington Park should be so tendered: that 
relying on said pledge so made by the South 
Park Commissioners, the Chicago Directory made 
an unconditional tender of Washington Park tu 
the National Commission as an important part of 
the site for the Exposition, which was uncondi- 
tionally accepted by the commission; that the 
South Park Commissioners did prepare and pre- 
sent tosaid directory an ordinance allowing the use 
of Washington Park for the Exposition,but coupled 
to it a condition that no trees should be removed 
or permanent improvements or roadways dis- 
turbed in its use without the consent of the 
South Park Commissioners; that the directors’ 
architect has prepared two or three plans for 
Exposition buildings to be located on 
Washington Park, all of which have been 
submitted to the South Park Commission- 
ers for their approval as to the trees 
required to be removed, and the said South Park 
Commissioners have declared, by resolution, their 
intention to prevent the removal of the trees nec- 
essarily required in the proper use of Washington 
Park for Exposition purposes; now, therefore, be 
it 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee, on be- 
half of the National Commission. respectfully but 
positively and unanimously ask that the Direc- 
tory obtain from the South Park Commissioners, 
without delay, and before the meeting of the com- 
mission on the 18th inst., an amendment of their 
ordinance granting the unconditional use of 
Washington Park for an important part of the 
Exposition, relying upon the pledge of the Direc- 
tory and the National Commission that no un- 
necessary damage shall be done tothe permanent 
improvemen ts of the park, and the bond of the 
directory already given that they will indemnify 
said South Park Commissioners against damage 
that may be done to said park in the use 
thereof for Exposition purposes; that un- 
less such action is taken by the 
South Park Commissioners before the . meet- 
ing of the National Commission on the 18th inst., 
we will feel constrained to recommend to the 
commission that they reconsider their several 
resolutions heretofore by them adopted accepting 
the various sites, and await the ability and action 
of the directory in making good their uncondi- 
tional tender of Washington Park as a site for the 
Exposition. 

The Lake-Front Boom Collapses, 

The Lake-Eront apparently no longer en- 
ters into the calculations of the commission. 
It considers it defeated and is now working 
on Washington and Jackson Parks and trying 
to decide the apportionment between them. 
The Lake-Front is considered settled, and its 
advocates appear to think the same way. Two 
or three of them aré known to have backed 
down from the position they took, and it is ex- 
pected that more will follow. They have 
bowed to the will of the commission and will 
recede from the stand they first took. 

We tendered three plans for the use of 
Washington Park,” said Mr. Martindale, 
and all of them were refused because they 
would interfere with the park in some way or 
other.

GEN. SANCHEZ CAPTURED AND SHOT. 


Rae 7 
End of the Revolution in Honduras—The 
Lost 

TzevctcaLtpaA, Hon., Nov. 15.—Gen. Long- 
inos Sanchez, who headed the recent attempt 
to overthrow the Government of President 
Bogran, and who with his forces 
held this city for the brief period 
of one week, has been captured and, with the’ 
principal leaders of his army, shot. The revo. 
lution is at an end. After yesterday's | 
ing it was a foregone “@éficlusion that this 
would be the end. Sanchez’s troops had been 
defeated in a series of bloody engagements, 
and he, with the brief remainder, were penned 
up in the San Francisco barracks, surrounded 
by a vigilant force flushed with victory. Presi- 
dent Bogran last night had stationed a num- 
ber of cannon about the barracks and early 
this morning he opened fire. Sanchez and his 
imprisoned comrades, knowmg that death 
awaited them in any event, fought with all 
the desperate courage of despair, but 
it was a hopeless. struggle from 
the start. After a brief cannonading the walls 
of the barracks were almost completely bat- 
terea down. Then there. was a determined 
charge by Brogan’s _ soldiers, a 
brief but desperate hand-to-hand fight, 
and then all that remained. 
alive of the rebels were prisoners, 
Without the formality of a court-martial 
Sanchez, with several of the principal officers: 
engaged in the revolt, were taken to one of 
the principal squares in the city, blindfolded, 
and stood in line in the presence of hundreds 
of the citizens. A firing party 
was told off. The doomed men were given a 
brief time for prayer, then the word was 
given, there was a crash of musketry, and the 
revolution of Longinos Sanchez passed into 
history. Sanchez and his men met their faté 
without flinching. The bodies of the deac. 
rebels were exposed to the public gaze all day 
as a warnéng to future aspirants to the Presi’ 
dential chair who desire to get supreme powel 
by force of arms. 

Sanchez was not popular with the citizens: 
of Tegucigalpa, and the sympathies of the 
people were altogether with Bogran; hence, 
though nearly everybody was grieving 
over the death or wounding of sone 
relative or friend, there was general 
rejoicing over the signal victory of the Gov- 
ernment forces. Gen. Sanchez during his 
brief term of power caused two of the mem- 
bers of President Bogran’s Cabinet to be shot. 
One of the executed Ministers was Simon 
Martinez. i

The repeated rumors of Baring: Bros.’ et 
ure, as they were circulated through the un- 
natural gloom of Saturday morning, sent a 
shiver through every business house in the 
city. If such a tower of strength were to go 
down in financial ruin where was one to turn 
for safety? The brokers’ offices quickly filled 
up, for that was the readiest source of in- 
formation. There it was soon learned that 
the situation had been greatly distorted, that 
there had been no absolute failure, and that 
there would not be. But there were the facts 
that this great institution was having to liqui- 
date, and that the Bank of England itself had 
been forced to the rescue and had made ad- 
vances that seemed of fabulous extent. 

The watchers in the brokers’ officers saw 
prices once more take a headlong tumble that 
was greater even than that early in the week. 
But Chicago made no attempt to stand under 
the market. The disposition of operators here 
still is to keep hands off. Chicago was neither 
much hurt nor greatly profited by the wild 
fluctuations. 

At the Stock Exchange. 

The local Stock Exchange added its mite to 
the general excitement. The interest all cen- 
tered in West Chicago Street railroad, and the 
sharpest decline that stock has ever known 
was recorded. It fell from 119 to 112. It is 
not many days ago that it was selling at 137. 
The cause of the drop is, ot course, wholly out- 
side anything affecting the intrinsic value of 
the property. The sagging prices made nec- 
essary the call of margins, and when that call 
could not be met the stock had tobe sold. 
Yesterday’s break had added to that cause a 
sharp bear raid by people interested in bring- 
ing the stock to as low a point as possible that 
they might increase their holdings. 

Notwithstanding the steady and extraor- 
dinary decline that has been going on in all 
local stocks for the last tendays there is no 
suspicion of financial embarrassment on the 
part of operators or brokers. Margins are be- 
ing called a little more sharply between brok- 
ers, but the calls have so far been met. The 
temper of the banks is as favorable toward 
the exchange as could possibly be 
hoped for. There have undoubtedly been 
called some loans, but as a rule there 1s no 
undue conservativeness on the part of the 
bankers, and so long as they are fairly pro- 
tected by margins they are giving borrowers 
on stock collateral all the consideration they 


No Need of Fear in Chicago. | 

Every banker agrees that there is no nat- 
ural connection between the complications in 
the London situation and the financial fabric 
here, Severe as has been the crisis in specu- 
lative circles they all agree that the financial 
institutions of Chicago need feel little fear. 
It is not from conditions like the present that 
industrial panics grow, they say. The indus- 
trial situation of the country and particularly 
of the West is thoroughly sound. There may 
be individual cases of weakness, but they are 
vom paratively few. . 

Whether events prove that the worst is now 
over or not Chicago bankers seem to fear lit- 
tle from the future. The conservatism that 
was called narrow a few weeks ago has now 
been demonstrated to have been a course of 
exceeding wisdom. It has left the banks in a 
position of extraordinary strength, 

Will Not Be Allowed to Fail. 

„This trouble of the Baring Bros.,“ said 
a man who has carefully followed the foreign 
situation, “‘ undoubtedly grew out of the two 
unfortunate Argentine Republic loans of 
£10,000,000 each. The firm assumed them. 
The first loan was floated with difficulty. Then 
came the revolution there, and immediately 
after Barings tried to float a second loan. 
But Europeans and Americans both were 
afraid to touch it. The Barings, strong in 
their own financial standing and credit, closed 
the box on the loan and announced that they 
would take it themselves. This took £10,- 
000,000 out of them. It can be set down, how- 
ever, as an ironclad fact that the Barings will 
not be allowed to fail. The house is too big 
and has too many ramifications all over the 
world. The Bank of England itself would 
tremble, the New York Stock Exchange close 
its doors, the Paris Bourse go out of business 
if Barings failed.“ 

“The Chicago commercial interests are as 
sound as a dollar,“ said President Odell of 
the Union National Bank yesterday afternoon, 
„and I cannot see how the temporary embar- 
tassment of Baring Bros. is to affect us in the 
least. What I have said of the industrial 
world here is equally true now of the East. 
Merchants and manufacturers are enjoying a 
stable prosperity, money is easy, and specu- 
lative troubles cannot shake legitimate busi- 
ness. The fact that aid has been so promptly 
offered the English house will prevent much 
trouble at any point, but even had it not been 
forthcoming I doubt if the effect would have 
been felt in Chicago a particle. 

“The Baring Bros. trouble,“ said President 
Lombard of the National Bank of America, 
‘* will be felt only remotely in Chicago, and in 
this way, that it will make conservative 
mera trifle more conservative. Extremely 
careful men are always easily frightened and 
a failure or a threatened failure anywhere of 
any magnitude would have the same effect on 
them as the London difficulty will have. As 
as far the commercial world is.concerned the 
situation was never better and on the surface 
of its prosperity Baring Bros.’ £10,000,000 
trouble will not cause a ripple. Stocks are a 
trifle panicky but anything resembling a 
panic in the industrial world is not in sight 
and won’t be from the present outlook for 
years to come. N

Lonpon, Nov. 15.—The Bank of England 
has subscribed £1,000,000; three joint banks 
have given £750,000 each, and two others 
£500,000 each to assist Baring Bros. Several 
other houses have subscribed smaller 
amounts, all the subscriptions making a total 
of £10,000,000. This will constitute a guaran- 
tee fund for three years. It is roughly esti- 
mated that the total liabilities ot the firm, in- 
cluding £16,000,000 in acceptances, amount to 
£21,000,000, while the assets at present prices 
are valued at £24,000,000, 

The Government has authorized the Bank of 
England, if necessary, to issue an additional 
42,000, 000 in notes, and will suspend the bank 
act if it is necessary.

THE ARGENTINE BUBBLE, 


How Confiding Europe Was Bled of Its 
Surplus Millions, 

New Yorx, Nov. 15.—[Special.]—The fa- 
cility with which money has been borrowed 
by the Argentine Republic, which has less 
than 4,000,000 population, is really amazing. 
The indebtedness is $234,743,358, being more 
than $60 per capita. And this does not in- 
clude $90,910,680, the cost of railways on which 
the National Government has guaran in- 
terest. Nor does it include the principal and 
interest of the cedulas issued by the National 
Hypothecary Bank—$165,000,000—which are 
also guaranteed by the Government. 

Though not populous, the Argentine Re- 
public had immense natural resources, and 
with the foreign money that poured in great 
strides were taken in business and internal 
improvements. The cattle, sheep, beef, and 
wool products became the wonder of 
the trading world, but the gains from 

itimate trade were a trifle to 
offset the interest account on the debts, pub- 
lic and private, held abroad. So the one cry 
of the people who were becoming a nation of 
jobbers and speculators was for more money. 
Not only were the cedulas issued on every foot 
of land, often at false and fraudulent valua- 
tions, but the Government sanctioned schemes 
for immediate execution that should have 
been spread over a long series of years. 

Toward the end of 1888 it became apparent 
that the end was not far off. Gold mounted 
in value as paper money increased and the 
cedulas issued reached the enormous total of 
$235,000,000. Prudent men protested, but the 
scheme that prevailed was to bleed Europe of 
still more money. Railways built by the 
State were sold to English syndicates and a 
vast stock of gold was accumulated in 1889, 
The incomplete drainage and water works, 
upon which $6,000,000 had been 1 * 2 were 
sold to a syndicate composed of Baring Broth- 
ers & Co, of London and others who formed 
the Buenos Ayres Water Supply and Drainage 
company. A monopoly at extortionate rates 
for water was guaranteed for ninety-nine 
years, and the transaction caused great scandal 
and intense public feeling. The excuse of the 
Government was the pressing need of gold. 

March 1, 1890, gold was worth 144 and it 
frequently varied twenty to thirty ints a 
day. All thatthe Government could sell for 
gold was gone. The cedulas were no longer 
available. 

Foreign creditors became alarmed and Mr. 
Edward Baring of Baring Bros. & Co. was 
sent to Buenos Ayres to report what could be 
done. He arrived in April and arranged 
to help the Government by buying the West- 
ern Argentine Railroad at £8,000,000, This 
sent gold down jg and the London bank- 
ers breathed easier. But it was only the calm 
before the storm. There was not time to sell 
out the securities to the confiding public of 
England and Europe before the revolt against 
President Celman occurred. And things since 
then have dragged along, growing worse and 
worse. 


FRANCE HAS PLENTY OF GOLD. 


The Bank of France Suffering from a Glut 
of Unemployed Funds, 
[@PECIAL CABLE TO THE TRIBUNE.1 

Pants, Nov. 15.—The advance of three mill- 
ion sterling made to the Bank of England by 
the Bank of France is so unusual an event 
that it is naturally the subject of much com- 
ment in financial circles and by the press. 
The Temps goes into raptures and dwells on 
the easy terms granted by the lenders, only 3 
per cent interest being charged, while the 

ank of England rate is now 6. 

It happens that at this time the Bank of 
France is suffering from a glut of unem- 
payer funds, the year’s savings having re- 

ieved the losses occasioned by the Panama 
ahd Comptoir d’Escom pte fiascos, and the Na- 
tional 3 per cents being again nearly at par. 

The amount of gold and silver held by the 
Bank of France is two and one-half milhards 
of francs, or nearly $250,000,000. 

A GREAT BANKING-HOUSE. 
Sketch of the Famous Firm of Baring 
Bros. & Co, 

The firm of Baring Bros. dates its existence 
from the first of the present century. Its 
founder was John Baring, a native of Bremen, 
who settled in England. His son, Sir Francis 
Baring, was a London merchant and a director 
of the East India company. In 1797 the 
charter of this company was renewed. 

The Barings are not without a strain of 
American blood, for two of Sir Francis Bar- 
ing’s sons married daughters of Senator Bing- 
ham of Pennsylvania ir 1800. The chief part- 
ners of the present firm of Baring Bros. & Co. 
are their descendants, who hold peerages in 
the uglish House of Lords. Among the mem- 
bers of this famous family miay be counted: 
The Earl of Northbrook, Lord Wolverton, 
Lord Rovelstoke, and Lord Ashbunton, only 
the third named, however, being a meinber of 
the banking house. The other members of 
the firm are James Stewart Hodgson, Henry 
Bingham Mildway, Charles Lloyd Norman,

Annual Meeting of Stockholders of the In- 
ter-State Industrial Exposition. 

Atthe annual meeting of stockholders of 
the Inter-State Industrial Exposition, held 
yesterday afternoon in the Exposition Build. 
ing, the former members of the Board of Di 
rectors were reélected, with the exception that 
E. T. Stelle was replaced by E. A. Manches- 
ter. The new officers of the board will be 
elected at the first monthly meeting, to be 
held Dec. 1. 

The Treasurer’s report, presented by J. 
Irving Pearce. shows the balance on hand to 
be $25,115, $18,828 being carried over from last 
year. The report says that $53,238 was re 
ceived from the sale of tickets, $5,563 froin 

rmits, and $1,568 from profits on the cata- 
ogue. Other receipts brought the total in- 
come up to $92,428. There remains due from 
— . companies which sold tickets to the 
Exposition $1,689 and from the American 
Horse Show $2,500. Warrants were drawn by 
the Secretary to the amount of $74,502. 

7 P. Reynolds’ report shows 
a paid attendance of 197,400 adults and 20, 120 
children. Exhibitions were held in the Expo- 
sition Building during the last year by the 
American Art Association, the manufacturers 
of bicycles, Thomas’ concerts, the Horse 
8 State Board of Agriculture, and the Fat 

The Secretary further says that the credit 
for any good done the city by the Exposition 
Building since its construction in 1873 is due 
to the stockholders, who have not been reim- 
bursed for their original investment, and to 
the directors and officers, who, with the excep- 
tion of the Secretary, have given their time 
and labor free of charge. 

During the last seventeen years in addition 
to the annual expositions four National politi- 
cal conventions, twelve annual exhibitions by 
the State Board 

of Thomas concerts, and other exhibits, mak- 
ing a total of seventy-three events, have been 
held in the building. The aggregate value of 
the works of art exhibited in the Art Hall 
amounts to $3,740,000, Political organiza- 
tions and charities have always had the use of 
the building free.

SADLY IN NEED OF AID, 


The Predicament of the Belden Avenue 
Baptist Church Congregation, 

The Belden Avenue Baptist Church will be 
sold at a foreclosure sale unless Baptists of 
other parts of the tity will come to the assist. 
ance of the impoverished congregation. The 
church is a handsome stone edifice and was 
dedicated in September, 1888. The pastor is 
the Rev. H. H. Barbour, who has gathered to- 
gether a congregation of 170 persons. Every 
Sunday cvening the auditorium is filled 
with an interested audience to lis 
ten to his preaching. Under his 
ministry the congregation undertook the erec- 
tion of a suitable church structure, and not- 
withstanding the fact that it is one of the poor- 
est congregations in the city the church was 
completed with a debt of but $32,500 against 
it. The whole property is worth $60,000 and 
$12,500 of the debt is a first lien, held by an 
Eastern insurance company. 

A trust deed for $20,000, running only a 
short time, was given to secure several cred- 
itors. This second loan has been reduced to 
$15,000. The creditors secured by it are John 
S. Woollacott, whose claim is about $12,000; 
the Fort Dearborn National Bank, $1,700; 
an organ company, $900; and the Park 
National Bank, $300. The creditor who 
instituted foreclosure proceedings in the Oc- 
tober term is Mr. Wooltacott. The Rev. Mr. 
Barbour and his congregation will endeavor 
to obtain financial. aid from the Baptists of 
the city in order to save their valuable prop- 
erty. They believe they are able to raise 
$8,000 among themselves, and expéct that 
other churches of their faith will contribute 
the balance of $7,000in order to pay off the 
debt that is causing so much trouble. The 
first loan of $12,500 can run so long as the in- 
terest thereou is maintained.

Her Qualifications for the Presidency of 
the Board of Lady Managers. 

The ladies of Milwaukee have taken steps 
for the presentation of the name of Mrs. Wil- 
iam Pitt Lynde of that city as.a candidate for 
the Presidency of the Lady Board of Mana:

THE VOTE ON THE BOND QUESTION. 


Beginning the Official Canvass—A Difficulty 
at the Start- Votes Against It. 

SypmxoriIn, III., Nov, 15.—[ Special. — The 
work of tabulating the returns of the vote of 
the various counties of the State on 
the constitutional amendment to author- 
ize Chicago to incur 35, 000,000 of 
additional indebtedness in aid of the 
World’s Fair was n at the Secretary of 
States office today. It was soon discovered 
thatathe exact resultfof the vote on this amend- 
ment cannot be accurately determined until 
the returns have been officially passed upon 
by the State Canvassing Board unless there was 
a large majority in favor of the amendment 
in Cook County. 

The difficulty in determining the result in 
advance of the official canvass arises from 
the fact that the returns from many of the 
counties fail to state in terms what the aggre- 
gate vote was in those counties. In such 
cases no one but the State canvassers 
can determine what will be considered 
the highest vote, and consequently 
the returns must remain incomplete and 
unsatisfactory until the canvass is made. It 
is n to know the total vote of each 
county in order to determine whether or not 

amendment received the requisite 
affirmative majority of the total vote 
east. It is believed that the amendment 


will he found to have received a constitutional 


majority as required, but it will be much less 
than has been supposed heretofore, as some 
of the Southern counties have returned a p. 
itive majority against the amendment, while 
others have in effect done the same thing by 
failing to cast a majority of the entire vote 
in the affirmative. 

This was the case in Cumberland County, 
in which 1,600 votes were given for the amend- 
ment and none against it, yet this county 
must be recorded as voting against the 
amendment because its total vote was 3,300 
For the same reasons Perry County will 
be counted as giving a majority of more than 
2,600 against the amendment, and Hamilton 
County of over 200, While Washington County 
gives a positive majority of 300 against the 
amendment, which will be counted as 
2,700 against affirmative 
vote is deducted the total 
vote. The Northern counties, however, 
are making a better showing, and asa rule 
are found to have recorded positive majorities 
for the amendment, and there is no reason to 
fear that it has failed of adoption if it re- 
ceived a large affirmative vote in Cook County, 
although the affirmative majority in the State 
outside of Cook County will not be a large 
one, judging from present indications.

This independent but misguided village is 
on the line of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
railroad, distant twelve miles from the heart 
of Chicago. The last school census disclosed 
the fact that 1,265 persons lived and slept—by 
day as well as by night—in this Republican 
Monaco of Cook County. No prominent citi- 
zens of Chicago reside in Fernwood.

No business is done in Fernwood outside of 
the post-office, the general store, and a few 
corner groceries which supply the wants of 
the villagers when the villagers get hungry. 
About five years ago the Fernwoodites awoke 
to realize that they were big enough to apply 
for incorporation and so the papers were ob- 
tained from Springfield upon payment of the 
usual fee.

Tue wisdom of Congress in passing the Anti- 
Lottery law has been justified already by the 
results. The lottery still is trying to conduct 
its business, but under the most discouraging 
circumstances. A vast amount of its fraudu- 
lent business has been stopped by its exclu- 
sion from the mails. The New Orleans Post- 
Office, which was its principal agency, shows a 
tremendous falling off in business. District 
Attorneys everywhere have codperated with 
the department in the enforcement of the law, 
and the express companies are doing their 
part by refusing their facilities to the gam: 
blers. Hemmed in thus on every side, the 
lottery company has made a desperate effort 
to secure transmission of its circulars and 


tickets through the mails by corrupting the 


postal employés. New York, Philadelphia; 
and other large cities have been the center of 
its operations, but the Post-Office Depart- 
ment, by means of its secret-service force, has 
captured the correspondence and disclosed all 
the details of the fraudulent scheme. The 
fact that large sums of money have been ex- 
pended in corrupting postal employés has 
been discovered and the remedy will be ap- 
plied promptly. Where any suspicion exists 
the employés will be discharged, and where. 
there are positive implications of guilt prose- 
cutions will follow. 


Last month we imported $994,460 in silver 
and exported $197,728. The average for Octo- 
ber of last year and 1888 was $3,237,936 ex- 
ported and $190,278 imported. The difference 
of $3,844,390 is a measure of the change in 
our foreign dealings in silver due to the pas- 
sage of the Silver bill. The balance of imports 
over exports is about a quarter of the differ- 
ence the other way for the two years next pre- 
ceding this. The fact is not neeessarily a 
gauge for the future, as the influx was in 
large part due to the higher prices for the 
metal which prevailed a few weeks ago than 
those now obtainable ty sellers. It is diffi- 
cult to estimhte the movement of the next 
twelve months, but there can be little doubt 
it will show an augment in this coun- 
try as compared with previous years. 
Of course the balance will have to 
be paid for either in produce, man- 
ufactures, securities, or gold, and this fact 
furnishes an additional stimulus to efforts to 
extend our foreign relations with the peoples 
who want more of our products and would 
take vastly larger quantities in exchange for 
their own if encouraged to do so by reciprocal 
arrangements. There is little hope for an in- 
crease in the volume of our exports of bread- 
stuffs to Europe during the remainder of the 
current cereal year, because we have raised 
less grain than the recent per capita average. 
But our live stock and meats may go to the 
Old Worid in larger quantity, and for our 
manufactured goods there is ample room in 
the countries to the south of us, part of which 
will soon be occupied unless present indica- 
tions prove to be delusive. 


THE ENGLISH STOCK PANIC. 

The stock speculators in this country who 
were already staggering under the infliction of 
a heavy European load of American stocks 
thrown back upon them received another 
hard blow yesterday in the shape of an an- 
nouncement that the great banking firm of 
Baring Bros. was in difficulties. The subse- 
quent report that the house had received as- 
sistance to the oxtent of $55,000,000, of which 
$7,000,000 was furnished by the Bank of En- 
gland, coupled with the statement that the bank 
reserve in New York showed an important 
improvement, arrested the furthes decline 
which had occurred in stocks andthe wheat 
market, but could scarcely be said to have 
restored confidence. That it mitigated 
fear was, however, a significant fact, 
as it indicated both ability and 
willingness on the part of strong 
financial institutions to come to the relief of 
the weaker ones, instead of crowding them 
to the wall, as has too often been done before. 
The result was a dissipation of the anxiety 
that in varying shades of gloomy depth had 
pervaded the breasts of thousands in regard to 
the outcome of the recent pressure to realize. 
They were more disposed to look at the 
bright side of the picture, and not to predict 
that the whole country was going to smash be- 
cause of an extensive decline in the market 
estimates of selling value in many of the 
properties that form the staples of the trading 
on the exchanges of the civilized world, 

Still, it is appalling to contemplate the vast 
amount of this shrinkage which renders it 
necessary for a house with a long record of 
conservatisin in business methods to obtain 
assistance to the amount of $53,350,000 to save 
it from collapse. That. of itself is an im- 
mense loss, but it forms a small portion of 
the total sunk, mostly by English investors, in 
Argentine securities, enterprises in Africa, 
and improvements in other parts of the known 
world. For two or three years past the En- 
glish people have been suffering an attack of 
the investment fever, risking their money in 
untold millions on all sorts of schemes, in- 
ternal and external, a sample of which is pre- 
sented by the avidity with which they 
have bought up “ industrial” properties 
in the United States. But the sums 
sent here were wisely invested in comparison 
with the foolish outlay in some other coun- 
tries. Most of that $1,000,000,000 paid out for 
Argentine securities is little better than a 
total loss, and the bulk of the African invest- 

ments cannot be realized on for several years 
yet, so that it is as much out of reach for the 
present as if lost forever. Then there has 
been an enormous shrinkage in the railroad 
stocks they held in this country and were 
forced to sell near the bottom of the market 
in order to meet liabilities maturing elsewhere. 
Probably the total loss incurred during the 
last few months on both speculations and in- 
vestments by the English people alone is not 
far from half their national debt. 

The blow is really a more severe one, so far 
as capital alone is concerned, than would have 

been a big war. But it is not too great to be 
recovered from. Two or three years at most 
will see John Bull again on his feet, and all 
of which will prevent a repetition of the folly 
for many years in the future. The present

mission. If it is wise the members will allow 
nothing to interfere with the friendly relations 
of the two bodies, even though it may be nec- 
essary, in order to maintain them, to abandon 
certain projects and modify darling plans. 
Were the local board to attempt to set up in 
business for itself and give the representative 
of Uncle Sam the cold shoulder the latter 
would shove it ruthlessly on one side and 
allow it to have its own way in nothing. The 
two boards are riding the same elephant, but 
the act of Congress has placed the National 
Commission in front, and any attempt of the 
local Directors to change that arrangement 
will end in disaster to them. 

Supposing the local Directors think it best 
to fill and pile a tract of land in the harbor 
and to place buildings east and west of the 
tracks. If the commission disagrees with 
that purpose and says that what buildings are 
put up on the Lake-Front should be west of 
the tracks, it will be politic for the Directors 
to yield, or the commission may say there 
shall be no buildings at all on the. Lake-Front 
and the local authorities will lose everything 
in their effort to get too much. They must 
act on the principle that part of a loaf is bet- 
ter than no bread. : 

They must remember also that whatever 
their personal feelings may be about the 
course of the National Commission, the inter- 
ests of the Fair demand that they keep on 
good terms with that body, which naturally 
will have the ear of Congress and the Pres- 
ident. With neither of these has the Board of 
Directors any connection whatever and it can- 
not officially approach them. Till the Na- 
tional Commission has spoken the President 
will not issue his proclamation recogniz- 
ing the Fair. Till the commission 
has told Congress that it must appropriate 
more money it will not give another cent. 
But a great deal more will have to be obtained 
from that quarter if the Exposition is to be 
made the suecess it should be. This is to be 
a National celebration by and for the Nation, 
and the Nation should be liberal in its contri- 
butions. It will be if the National Commis- 
sion advocate it, but that body will make no 
recommendations if it comes to the conclu- 
sion that the Directors are determined to treat 
the Fair as one local to Chicago, and not 
broadly and grandly American and conti- 
nental. 

The Directors will have the less hesitation 
about yielding to the commission if they will 
bethink themselves that the view which they 
take of matters connected with the Fair is 
naturally much narrower than that of the Na- 
tional body. Take the Lake-Front, for in- 
stance. The Directors can only know what 
Chicagoans may think of a proposition to 
place alot of buildings thereon. The Com- 
missioners are in a position to know what the 
country at large thinks. ‘Their constituents 
are the people of the United States, for whom, 
and not for Chicagoans, the Fair is intended. 
Therefore when the Commissioners say there 


| shall be no buildings east of the Illinois Cen- 
| tral tracks and no railroad trains running 


through the middle of the Fair grounds they 
speak the sentiment of the millions of Ameri- 
cans whose representatives they are. If the 
Exposition is to be a success it will be 
so not because it is satisfactory to Chicago- 
ans but to the people of the country. The 
Commissioners and not the Directors can tell 
best what will please them. If hearty Nation- 
al influence and aid make the Fair a grand 
success the shop and hotel keeping part of 
Chicago willswarm with visitors during the 
whole season of the Exposition, even if every 
part of the exhibits were placed on- Washing- 
ton and Jackson Parks. And no matter how 
many show buildings may be erected on the 
Lake-Front on both sides of the railroad 
tracks the whole thing will be a dismal fail- 
ure in the absence of the powerful, potential 
aid and influence of the Federal Government. 
Uncle Sam must have his way in this Interna- 
tional Fair business, and the more our Great 
Father in Washington interests himself in the 
Exposition and runs it the better it will be for 
Chicago. Uncle Sam is the Phineas T. 
Barnum of the show. 


THE MICHIGAN AVENUE BLOCKADE. 

Another one of the numerous schemes for 
spending vast sums of money in advance of 
the necessities of the case is one forthe con- 
struction of a mammoth bridge to cross near 
the mouth of the river, to cost $38,000,000 to 
$4,000,000.. It is proposed to carry it over the 
water at an altitude of 175 feet, and make it 
span the whole distance from Monroe to Ohio 
street, a mile and a quarter, connecting the 
North Shore drive with the South Division 
boulevard system by means of a broad avenue 
far east of the present shoreline. It is amag- 
nificent project on paper, as are many others 
that will never be carried out for want of 
the money required to foot the bills. 

It may pertinently be asked where will the 
capital come from to meet the expenditures 
for this proposed four million improvement. 
The projectors are understood to hint a belief 
that it could be obtained by a floating of 
bonds which would be willingly guaranteed by 
the different transportation companies inter- 
ested in the movement. Possibly so, but the 
same idea has been advanced several times ere 
this, merely as an éxcuse for getting a popular 
indorsement, after which it was intended to 
make the people pay the whole bill. Probably 
it would be found to take the same shape in 
this ease, and if so how could the money be 
raised? If by special assessment on the prop- 
erty supposed to be benefited its owners 
would strenuously object with a united 
voice. A general tax on the public would 
be impossible without an important change 
in legal tax limitations and the con- 
sent of three-quarters of the city; who 
would have little or no interest in the scheme 
except to oppose it if they were to be taxed 
for its cost. The large sum which it is pro- 
posed to spend in this way is more badly 
needed by the city for other uses, and this 
view would be expressed and indorsed by the 
great majority of taxpayers if the matter were 
submitted to a vote. 

It is true that communication between the

A valuable and almost complete remedy for 
all this lies in the hands of the city authori- 
ties.

The few men who at present 
obstruct the avenue are simply trespassers on 
the rights of the public, and should be forced 
to cease the infringement on a thoroughfare 
to the occupancy of which they have not the 
shadow of a claim except that of custom. Let 
them be forced to confine their business 
within proper limits and the public will then 
have free access to a broad, four-track sub- 
stantial steam swing bridge that now ‘spans 
the river between Rush and River streets, 
affording ready communication between the 
two divisions of the city which skirt the lake 
shore.

Koch at last has appeared, It will be read 
with interest by the medical profession on the 
one hand, and it may be assumed that profes- 
sional prejudice will give way to the hope that 
at last the great scientist has made the discov- 
ery for which he has sought solong. It will 
be read with still more interest by those who 
are predisposed to the terrible scourge of con- 
sumption, by those who are suffering from it, 
and by the great multitude of their friends 
and relatives. Prayers will go up from thou- 
sands the world over that the great physician 
may not be disappointed in the nature of his 
discovery. The gratitude of suffering human- 
ity will crown his eminent career if his own 
hope, so strongly expressed, shall be fulfilled. 
He could ask for no grander monument to his 
memory, no prouder achievement in his life- 
work. | 

Prof. Koch’s paperis marked by an unusual 
moilesty in expression, by conservatism of 
utterance, and by adesire to guard against 


any assumption that phthisis, once seated, can 


be cured, except upon the basis of surgical 
operations to remove the dead and diseased 
tissues in conjunctiog with his remedy, but 
even then he is guarded in his statements. 
Upon this point he says: Patients with large 
‘cavities, who suffer from complications 
% caused, for instance, by the incursion of 
“ other pus-forming micro-organisms into the 
“cavities, or by “inctrable pathological 
„changes in other organs, will probably ob- 
* tain lasting benefit from the remedy in only 
‘exceptional cases, because the remedy is 
unable to remove thé necrotic masses of tis- 
sues. Here is where he throws out the hope 
of surgical treatment as supplementary to the 
injection. On the other hand, he leaves no 
doubt of the efficacy’of the remedy in early 
stages of the disease. He says: These ex- 
“periences lead me to suppose that phthisis 
„ in the beginning can be cured with cer- 
“tainty.” The natural question which will 
arise is, Will the cure be permanent? To 
this he replies: At present no conclusive 
experiences can possibly be brought for- 
“ward to prove whether the cure is lasting. 
“Relapses naturally may occur, but 
“it can be assumed that they may 
“be cured as easily and quickly 
„as the first attack. On the other hand it 
“seems possible that, as in other infectious 
“diseases, patients once cured may retain 
„their immunity.“ Prof. Koch, however, 
wisely leaves this an open question. The cases 
which he has discharged as cured will solve it 
in good time. As to lupus, he leaves no 
doubt that this dreadful skin disease can be 
cured, and his experience with it warrants the 
confidence with which he speaks. 

Upon the whole, therefore, Prof. Koch's dis- 
covery is not so mucha remedy for a disease 
once thoroughly seated as it is a preventive 
to check the disease in its early stage and 
estop it from spreading. His investigations 
have yielded other valuable results. It is of 
great importance, for instance, that only the 
tissue inclosing the tubercular bacilli is af- 
fected by the remedy and that it does not kill 
the bacilli, but the tuberculous tissues thus 
definitely limiting its operation. It is 
of the highest importance again that his 
investigation makes it possible for the 
physician to correctly diagnose consumption 
in its earliest stages, and when it is possible to 
apply the remedy with hopes of success, In- 
stead of merely sounding the lungs after the 
disease has begun its ravages or reached an 
advanced stage, it will be practical to detect 
it at the very beginning and prevent it from 
reaching a serious stage. 

It is to the credit of Prof. Koch that he has 
not been precipitate in this matter. He has 
given long and thorough attention to it before 
expressing his opinion, and he has expressed it 
at last clearly, intelligently, and without en- 
thusiasm or boasting, and guarding himself at 
every point. Should his discovery prove itself 
able to cure consumption or to prevent it, he 
will deserve and command the lasting grati- 
tude of mankind. Even if it should fail a- 
complish all that he hopes, all the same he is on 
the right track. He is the pionder of the thera- 


_peutics of the future, For three thousand 


years, from Hippocrates and Galen down to 
Pasteur and Koch, the medical skill of the 
world has recognized only the effect of disease 
ana has been experimenting and groping 
about for the cause in a thoroughly subjective 
search, upon the assumption that there is an 
interior and inherited tendency to disease in 
man. The researches of Pasteur, Koch, and 
others have at last located the cause as ex- 
terior, and have determined that the tendency 
is not to inherit the disease, but to inherit the 
conditions that invite the external attack.

But there should be in all this nothing partic- 
ularly afflictive except to a few who went be- 
yond their depth ‘when they ought to have 
kept out of deep water. The break in prices 
has little more than offset the advance earlier 
in the year, which was not warranted except 
by exaggerated expectations of inflation 
to follow the passage of the Silver 
bill, and the decline was forced by 
the inability of foreign holders to retain pos- 
session of the property, as they needed the 
money to meet other indebtedness. Hence 
there is not only room for the hope that the | 
mischief here has passed through its worst 
phase, but that those who have bought during 
the weakness will reap a good profit by doing 
so. In fact a significant feature of the mar- 
kets for the last few days has been a free buy- 
ing in small lots for account of men who do 
not meddle there except when unusual oppor- 
tunities seem to present themselves. They 
buy the property, pay cash for it, and lay it 
away to be held contentedly till the excite- 
ment is over. This at once helps to relieve 
the selling pressure and to restore the 
pecuniary equilibrium by a corresponding in- 
crease of the volume of money in circulation. 

At no other time in the last hundred years 
has this country been so well prepared to re- 
sist panic conditioas and shed off the effects 
of undue speculation as harmlessly as water 
falls from the back of a duck. The people of 
the United States have in hand something like 
$1,000,000,000 (a billion) of theirown hard 
money. The balance of trade is not against 
them, and while a considerable amount of for- 
eign capital has been invested here, the 
greater number of the weak-kneed holders 
would appear to have already sold out. Our 
vast continental railroad system is approxi- 
mately complete and well consolidated; the 
country has been improved into a paying con- 
dition as a whole, and so much of this is an ac- 
complished fact that we have an enormous ac- 
cumulation of capita] available for loans toen- 
terprising men to aid in further development. A 
considerable part of this surplus capital might 
be wiped out of existence without deadly dam- 
age to the Nation as a whole. Our industries 
are so widely diversified that a general paral- 
ysis is well-nigh impossible, especially as 
many of them are essential to existence and 
only to a minor extent dependent upon rela- 
tive abundance or scarcity of cash capital. 
The people as a whole are well provided for, 
and the capitalist class is in far better posi- 
tion than ever before to withstand financial 
pressure, as is shown by the present cheapness 
of money when wanted for legitimate busi- 
ness purposes. It is only those asking pecuni- 
ary accommodation for speculative mvest- 
ment who have experienced any difficulty in 
obtaining it all through the recent stringency. - 

There ig no such room now for trouble as in 
the cyclonic panies of 1837, 1857, and 1873. At 
the time of the latter our paper cu.rency was 
worth about 74 cents on the dollar, and there 
was no coin in the country with which to re- 
deem it. And as all prices and values had 
been based on this depreciated currency there 
was a collapse in getting down to hard pan. 
Now our money is worth par, and two-thirds 
of it is coin, the banks are all in good condi- 
tion, the circulating notes are guaranteed by 
ample deposit at Washington, and the rights 
of the depositors in the National banks pro- 
tected as far as possible by the requirement to 
keep a 25 per cent reserve. The State and the 
savings banks are also on a sound footing, 
and there is really little besides the obnoxious 
trust monopoly schemes to cause anxiety, 
while the whole of that could be extinguished 
with a positive gain to the people at large, 
though it might cause loss to individuals. 
The country may therefore be described 
as in a state of good fiscal health, the elastic- 
ity of the system being adequate to a throw- 
ing off of any little disturbing element that 
may force its way within. To use another 
illustration we may say that the country is 
well built up with solid fireproof structures 
instead of the wooden firetraps that invited a 
general commercial conflagration in the panie 
-of 1873 and its predecessors. There were then 
few or no wind brakes to interfere with the 
progress of a financial storm over the coun- 
try. Now the process of solidification has 
been carried so far that even a whirlwind 
would do damage only in isolated spots. It 
is not desirable to encourage the blind confi- 
dence that leads some men into foolhardy 
enterprises under the false idea that with 
them there can be no such word as fail.“ 
But the people of the United States as a 
whole may fairly be claimed to have long 
since passed the danger line of general col- 
lapse in a financial sense and entitled to look 
calmly on at the storms that sweep over por- 
tions of Europe where big national debts and 
expensive standing armies press heavily in 
times of comparative prosperity. To use a 
well-worn expression, “The country is safe.” 


PUMPING GAS. 

An exceedingly interesting statement comes 
from Pittsburg in relation to the natural-gas 
supply of that city and its neighborhood, It 
has been found possible to artificially increase 
the pressure at the wells to 120 pounds, so that 
those which showed signs of exhaustion can 
now be depended on for some years in the 
future. The great trouble has been that at 
many of the wells the initial pressure was not 
sufficiently great to send the gas the required 


cases by incurring the expense of larger mains 
in which less of the pressure would be lost by 
friction in flowing througha given distance. 
And this fact opens up an important question 
much nearer home.

A CASE NEEDING RECIPROCITY. 

The total value of the articles imported by 
this country from Venezuela is about ten and 
a half million dollars. They consist chiefly of 
coffee, hides, skins, sugar, dye woods, and 
cabinet woods, copaiba and quinia bark. 
None of these pays a duty to our ‘Treasury. 
Indeed, of all the Venezuelan imports less 
than ten thousand dollars’ worth is dutiable. 
But, far from imitating or reciprocating this 
policy, Venezuela imposes heavy duties on 
American products, Flour and lard pay over 
3 cents a pound on the gross weight of the 


packages, which would be about $6 on a bar- 


rel of flour. Kerosene pays 21 cents a gallon, 
white cotton goods 13 cents a pound, and 
prints 25 cents a pound. Flour, lard, and 
kerosene are imported exclusively from the 
United States, and the consumption of them 
1s considerable. Were it not for these out- 
rageous duties it would be from four to five 
times greater. 

Mr. Blaine has been indignant at these dis- 
criminations and has been anxious to have the 
means of doing away with them put in his 
hands. The Aldrich amendment to the Mc- 
Kinley bill goes a little ways in that direction, 
but not nearly as far as would have been the 
case but for the senselsss opposition of Speaker 
Reed and the wise men of the Ways and 
Means Committee. If Congress, listening to 
the emphatic voice of the people, gives Mr. 
Blaine a free hand this winter he will soon do 
away with the-oppressive Venezuelan, Brazil- 
ian, and Cuban duties, and the flour and lard 
and canned goods exports to those countries 
will be trebled and quadrupled in short meter.

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r UNSETTLED MONEY MARKET 
CAUSES A RATHER QUIET WEEK. 
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ts of the Packers Watched by In- 


{ 


vestors—A Number of Transfers of Inside 
property—A Polish Colony to Be Located 
at Hammond—A Proposed Extension of 
the Lake Street L“ Roud—New Hotel 
Planned—Other Real Estate News. 


There is little use in looking for an active 
market in the same week in which 

the country stood face to face with a financial 
panic. Real-estate Operations were pretty 
pearly suspended during the week, but one 
does not have to go into the real-estate situ- 
ation at all to discover the reason. The condi 
tion of the money market would account for 
ali the quietness. For a day or two it was 
verging on a panic. The stringency at the 
money cehters was extreme. In New York 
extraordinary measures had to be taken to en- 
able several prominent banks to tide over the 


In Chicago there was felt no direct effect 
from the terrific fluctuations in Wall street, 
but the inditect effect was to make bankers. 
and capitalists extremely conservative. With 
the possibility of a financial panic ahead no 
one would expect capitalists to put ready 
money into real estate. Aside from the nat- 
ural disinclination of capitalists to invest in 
anything at a time when there is so much 
fnancial uncértainty there was the additional 
reason that the stringency afforded to any one 
with ready money the opporthnity to make 
ynusually profitable loans. 

While the general financial situation would 
fully account for a complete cessation of ac- 
tivity in the real-estate transactjons, the mar- 
ket would undoubtedly have been quiet had 
there been no unusual financial features, and 
it is likely to remain quiet whatever may be 
the improvement in the general situation. 

Real- estate quietness for December and Jan- 
vary is aimost aiways a feature of the winter 
months. This year will beno exception. The 
quietness is not stagnation. It is only the 
natural lull after the activity which has 
ruled for months and which seems certain to 
be resumed with increased vigor im the spring. 
But in the meantime there is little doubt but 
the market is to be inactive; that quietness 
will have nothmg but good effect. It wall 
lead to the lapsing of some contracts without 
doubt. Many contracts that meant little 
more than options will go by the board and 
the money put up on them will be forfeited. 
But that will not hurt the market. It will 
simply remove an unhealthy feature. 

One of the peculiarities of the market just 
now 1s the difficulty of effecting loans. The 
events of the last few days have put people in 
g reminiscent mood and there is frequent 
mention of the days of 1873. The laws of

NEW ELECTRIC ROAD SCHEMES. 


Plans for New Lines in All the Outlying 
Sections of the City. 

The number of new electric road schemes 
seems to be on the increase. They are projected 
in outside territory on all sides of the city. The 
Calumet Electric road is the first to actually run 
cars successfully over an electric line in this city. 
This company now operates cars between 
Calumet Heights and South Chicago. So far 
the practical working of this line has been a 
decided success. The cars are easily con- 
trolled ahd move rapidly and quietly. The 
track of this line has been laid to 
Dauphin Park. The intention now is to ex- 
tend this line north on Cottage Grove avenue 
to the terminus of the cable line and south to 
Pullman.

It is as different 

the hurry and noise of New York as it is 

from the sullen rush of London. There is a 

bel of human voices, a confusion of cries 

got unlike the chatter of a lively rookery, save 

that it is hardly as hoarse.

The two objects which are most prominent 
to the eye all over. Paris are the captive bal- 
loon and the Eiffel Tower.

only a raw, sienna-colored ball, dull or glisten- 
ing as the weather may be, and it is so de- 
tached from earth that it does not in the least 
come into the question of the appearance of 
the city. The Eiffel Tower is, I suppose, the 
most unmitigatedly hideous thing on earth. I 
certainly hope itis. Everywhere its obtrusive 
uncouthness is thrust into the landscape with 
an irritating persistence. It is not 
only ugly in itself, but it is 
so entirely out of all proportion 
with everything else, so out of key, so entirely 
irrele and without excuse, if the 
French have half the artistic sense for which 
they are given the credit the day must come 
when, having endured it as long as they i- 
bly can, they will pull it over as in a on itical 
rage they did the beautiful column Vendome 
once u a time. 
One of the thi which greatly impresses 
an American m Paris is the splendid spacious- 
ness. The French unders to the full the 
value of extent in landscape gardening, and 
between the Louvre and the Arc de Triomphe 
there is room enough in the Garden of the 
Tuileries, the Place de la Concorde, and the 
Champs Elysées to serve for the erection of a 
new city. They do things always on a 
pop e. Where some other cities would 
ve counted the value of the land in the very 
midst of a 1 town, and cut off foot by foot, 
frightened by the amount of capital repre- 
sented by so much real estate, the Parisians 
appreciate the fact that to be niggardly in this 
particular is to rob whatever they do of half 
its value, and that this sort of cramping is the 
‘poorest and most short-sighted sort of econ- 
omy. Even in the case of the Exposition 
grounds, which are of course to be looked 
upon as in a manner set apart for a 
“ temporary use, the same temper 
to be — Everything is spacious; there 
are wide reaches for lawns and for gardens, so 
that nothing shall lose its effect. There 1s 
sometimes a tendency to artificiality.

Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher’s caustic criti- 
cism of women who prefer the platform to the 
domestic hearth and exercise their faculties 
in any manner which attracts public atten- 
sion has caused surprise and vigorous protests 
among the women of Chicago who may be 
included in the “strong-minded,” ad- 
vanced ”’ class. 

wonder, with the opinions which Mrs. 
Beecher expresses, said Dr. Fanny Dickin- 
son, what assistance she was-to her husband 
in the great work of his church? I should 
think, perhaps, with these opinions she could 
not have made the great preacher’s home as 
happy as he wanted it to be, with his well- 
known opinions of women’s intellectual de- 
velopment and usefulness in church work and 
the cause of temperance. When hundreds 
and hundreds of men are failing to vote every 
year the expediency of woman’s suffrage is 
apparent.

Now, what would be the occupation 
of a dozen girls in one home, with a small’ in- 


come, for family purposes? Every girl should 
not enter domestic service merely because she 
is a girl any more than every man should be 
a farmer because he is a man, or follow any 
other occupation because of his sex. Marriage 
should not be the sole aim of woman any 
more than it is of man. 

“Tt us natural that many women should 
feel strongly on the question of prohibition on 
account of the experience they have gone 
through, but that they have adopted the best 
expedient for eradication of the liquor evil I 
very much doubt.

“T don’t think any good can come from 
Mrs. Beecher’s attack upon her own sex,“ 
said Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson.

„The American mother of today is just as 
faithful to her family as she ever was. This 
talk about women not wanting to bring up 
families is not true. I know, not from hearsay 
but from actual experience, that instead of 
the maternal instinct dying out it is as much 
a vital part of woman’s nature as in Mrs. 
Beecher’s bridal days. There is a distinctive 
superiority about American mothers as com- 
pared with the mothers of Euro coun- 
tries. They make companions of their sons, 
who consequently do not regard their mothers 
as servants and inferiors. This has 
been brought about by the ‘movements’ of 
‘advanced ’ women.”’

Such is 
the essential character of the doctrine of Buddha,

I must alsoremark before going farther another 
striking similarity between the two religions.

How Did Buddhism Reach the West? 


We now come to the qu&stion. How did Buddh- 
ism reach the West? Arthur Lillie has exhausted 
this subject. By the early Pnoenicians the com- 
merte of the East was carried across Arabia from 
the port of Gerrha in the Persian Gulf, It was 
then enipged on the Red Sea and carried up the 
lanitie Gulf on its road to Tyre. That some of 
the commodities must have conte from India is 
proved from the fact cited by Herodotus that 
cassia and cinnamon were among them, which 
articles could not be found nearer than Ceylon 
or the Malabar coast. To reach Tyre these goods 

ad to pass close to the haunts of the Essenes, 
near the Dead Sea. The Phosnicians were in con- 
taet with India at least as early as the time of 

omon; but Alexafider’s expedition gave 4 
great spur to the intercourse between India and 
the West. Bactria and Persia were in the hands 
of the Seleucidan dynasty until ia revolted.”’ 

This brought Antiochus the Great into the field 
to restore the authority of the Greeks. Accord- 
ing to Polybius, he led his army into India and 
renewed his alliance with Sophagasenes, King of 
that country. As the Asoka edicts were inc 
rocks some six years after Antiochus came to the 
throne this is certainly an allusion to the Con- 
stantine of Buddhism.

They assemble on Sabbath for wor- 
snip and listen to * discourses on the tra- 
ditionary lore which they say has been handed 
down in secret among themselves. .

_ COTTON PICKING BY MACHINERY. 


The Wonderfal Invention to Save Labor by 
G. N. Todd. 

Cotton picking by machinery has become 
an established fact through the inventive 
genius of G. N, Todd of Chicago, and the cost 
of picking enough cotton to constitute a bale 
has been reduced from $8 to about 25 cents. 
It has taken five years to transform the 
machine from a crude and rather impractical 
invention to its present form of usefulness, 
but the success it has achieved this season has 
made machinery an all-important factor in 
cotton picking in the South. 

The machine, or the Todd cotton harvester 
as it is has a rotary cylinder pro- 
vided with a large number of rotary fingers. 
These seize the cotton, leaving the closed or 
half-opened bolls untouched. The cotton 
winds itself about these fingers and is drawn 
from the bolls. At every revolution of the 


| cylinder the fingers are cleaned, the cotton 


passes over an endless belt into the receiver 
and is ginned inthe ordinary manner. 
It is estimated that one machine will do the 
work of twenty hand-pickers.

W. J. Gunning’s collection of idols, now 
the Art Institute, reminds one of are- 


being very near to God, 
What oaf on earth had made his toil God's law. 

And when God said: “These be thine!” cried 
have sinned.“ But God rebuked his repent- 

ance, declaring himself the richer by four won- 
oe gods and Evarra’s “more wondrous 

aw.“ . 
Thereat, with laughing mouth but tear-wet ey 
Evarra cast his gods from Paradise. 

Thus does the poet express the spiritual growth 
of mankind from crude ideals upward, and the 
truth that even the making of idols is an act of 
worship,a tribute to the invisible Omnipotent 
Power. Mr.Gunning gives the public an oppor- 
tunity to study certain strange manifestations of 
this act of worship, countless different concep- 
tions of the deity which have grown out of the 
imaginations of primitive races, and races whose 
spiritual development has followed an abnormal 
and unhealthful direction and led to spiritual im- 
potence. The collection belongs rather to arche- 
ology than to art, yet it illustrates the historic 
aspect of art, for all races of men have put their 
best efforts of imagination and handi- 
craft into their representauons of deity. 
The crude South Sea-Islander, whose dim artistic 
intuitions are as wean as his hands are impotent, 
with infinite labor carves out of wood a mon- 
strous imitation of a human form. And straight- 
way he is so amazed at the result of his labor, at 
the fact that out of a shapeless block has been 
born the strange semblance of a man, that the 
work appears to him a miracle and he pays it the 
tribute of fear as a visible manifestation of the 
unseen power which permeates the universe. 
Tradition strengthens this homage as the genera- 
tions come and go, and thus idols are born and 
multiplied to realize the crude spiritual aspira- 
tions of earth-bound men. 

It would be interesting to know how far in the 
imagination of the zealot the idol itself was the 
absolute object of worship, and how far it was 
revered as a manifestation or representation of 
divinity. It is probable that few minds have ever 
existed so unimaginative as to accept the image 
for the god, however they might endow it with 
miraculous attributes asthe visible residence of 
the god. The ingredients of human nature are 
always the same, however different be their 
quantities and proportions. The most enlight- 
ened nations have held images of the deity in 
loving reverence, so that the most hideous of 
these idols may claim a remote kinship with the 
Olympian Jove of Phidias or the Jehovah of 
Michael Angelo—the efforts of the world’s highest 
artists to worthily embody divinity. 

That the dawning imaginations of men are first 
moved to awe through fear is proved by any col- 
lection of this character. There are seen count- 
less efforts to represent the terrible, from the 
monstrous Aztec god of war, with the inconceiv- 
able name, whose altars used to be red with the 
blood of human victims, to the three-headed 
Bairara of Japan, whose six arms enabled him to 
defend the faith. From Mexico and Central 
America come rectangular blocks of granite, rude- 
ly carved into the monstrous semblance of creat- 
ures neither of heaven nor earth. From South 
America and Polynesia come rag-dolls and wood- 
en images, with grinning faces and mother-of- 
pearl eyes, hideous enough to transfix the super- 
stitious savages with terror. More civilized 
nations express their ideas of divinity in earthen- 
ware, porcelain, and metals, China and Japan 
contributing curious Lares and Penates of this 
description. Beneficence appears as a divine 
trait only in civilized nations. The white marble 
Buddha from Burmah, for example, has a touch 
of repose and libefality, and the gold-crowned 
Japanese sun-god on his stately throne expresses 
with no small degree the calmness and shining 
splendor naturally associated with the deity of 
light. 

Mr. Gunning has chosen a difficult, though a 
prolific, subject for his specialty. The collection 
is interesting, though, as yet, it is merely the 
nucleus of what might be possible in 
this direction. In the nature of things the 
most splendid heathen shrines will not 
yield their gorgeous images even to an indefatig- 
able American collector, so that Mr. Gunhing’s 
enthusiasm is hampered, as Galileo’s was before 
him, by the superstition of the unenlightened. A 
certain measure of success is within his reach, 
however, and all good Chicagoans will encourage 
his efforts, for it is a reason for civic pride that 
the gods of all nations should assemble here,

Mrs. S. M. Nickerson will generously open 
her art gallery next Thursday tor an art recep- 
tion for the benefit of the Kitchen Garden Asso- 
ciation. Mr. and Mrs. Nickerson were among 
the first persons in Chicago to collect 
notable works of art, and their gallery 
contains many fine pictures, besides exquisite 
treasures of Oriental art, specimens of that deli- 
cate work in jades, crystals, and lacquers which 
the Chinese and Japanese devote loving lives to. 
The collection gives evidence of catholicity of 
taste, for there are landscapes from Rousseau and 
Doré and figure-pieces from Delacroix and 
Merle. Two pictures of Delacroix are, as one ex- 
pects from this imaginative colorist, extremely 
rich in tone, with jewel-like depths of colar. 
One shows a group of Arabs playing a game of 
chess under a brown wall overgrown with green: 
the other, a small canvas, has a dusky Cleopatra 
for its subject, receiving the fateful basket from 
the clown. A Flax-Carder,” by Millet, is one of 
his sympathetic portrayals of laborious and 
faithful pleasant life. From Diaz comes a 
beautiful study of “ Maternal Love,” graceful 
in sentiment and charming in color. Corot has 
two landscapes, one a spring scene in tender 
silvery greens, and the other, a recent purchase, 
a somber study of brown shadowed foliage against 
blue skies, poetic in feeling and boldly wrought. 
Two canvases by Rousseau are beautiful ex- 
amples of contrasting phases of his style; one an 
effect of sunshine on a quiet pool and still, bright 
foliage, and the other a twilight study of lower- 
ing, broken clouds. A river scene by Dupré is a 
view of the flash of pink lights on smooth waters, 
and a study of still waters and somber shores by 
Daubigny is a tine example of his vigorous and 
sympathetic style. A characteristic cattle study 
by Troyon completes the list of the men of 1830,”’ 

A beautiful canvas by Rosa Bonheur shows a 
cow and dog reposing in the deep, clear shadows 
of thick foliage, There are studies of animals by 
Van Marcke, a characteristic view of Arab horse- 
men by Shreyer, a little canvas by Detaille show- 
ing one of his cavalrymen mounted and armed, 
and a night scene by Jacque, in which a shadowy 
flock of sheep is winding over a somber hillside. 
From Fromentin comes a large gray study of sea 
and shore and boats wrought with fine reserve 
and delicacy. Isabey’s Hotel Rambouillet is 
beautiful in tone and charming for the action 
and dramatic value of its figures.
